TRUMAN TO SEEK APPROVAL 
OF BIGGEST MILITARY PROGRAM 


| WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP)— 
President Truman this week will 
ask Congress to approve the most 
gigantic military building pro- 
gram in the nation’s history. 

Representative Vinson (Dem.), 
Georgia, chairman of the House 
Armed Services Committee, said 
the projects tetal seven billion 
dollars.

Case, McGrath Says — 
Series of Separate Ac- 
tions Planned. : 


WASHINGTON, June 6 (UP)— 
The Government dropped its 11- 
year-old anti-trust suit against the 
American Petroleum Institute and 
225 oil companies today It said 
it would seek separate actions 
against fewee defendants. 

The suit, pending in United 
States District Court here since 


1940, had charged the defendants 
with monopolizing the oil indus- 
try—from crude oil production 
through retail sale of finished 
products. 

Attorney General J. Howard 
McGrath §aid the suit was too 
complicated for a single case. He | 
said the Department of Justice 
will pursue the same objectives 
through separate actions involv- 
ing fewer defendants and more 
limited issues. 

One such suit, against Standard 
Oil Co. of California and Stand- 
ard Stations, Inc., already has 
been decided by the Supreme: 
Court. The court upheld the Gov- 
ernment contention that exclu- 
sive dealing contracts between 
major oil companies and opera- 
tors of their service stations vio- 
late the anti-trust laws.

WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP)— 
Announced United States combat 
casual in Korea reached 68,352 
today, an increase of 925 since 
last week. 

The total, based on notifications 
to families through June 1, in- 
cluded 10,198 killed, 46,541 
wounded and 11,613 missing. 

Of the wounded, 1202 have 
since died and 103 of the missing 
are known dead, increasing total 
combat deaths to 11,503. 

The missing included 1254 who 
have since returned to United 
States military control and 121 
known prisoners of war, leaving 
10,135 currently missing. © 

This week's casualty figures 
represented increases of 71 in the 
number killed in action, 652 in 
the wounded,.and 202 in the num- 
ber missing.

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Bricklayers’ Practices 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I read with interest that bricklayers 
are getting $8 per hour for Saturday 
work. 

Years ago our leaders told us that 

if they could put the scabs out of busi- 
ness and control apprentices and con- 
tractors we would have better working 
conditions. Today only a few preferred 
bricklayers’ sons are allowed to learn 
the trade. All nonunion contractors in 
ame Louis have been forced out of busi- 
ness. 
Due to this restrictive competition 
we now lay only about one third as 
many bricks as 12 years ago. The salary 
is now about $224 per week for 48 
hours. 

These are indeed very fine working 
conditions for us bricklayers. However, 
in my opinion these conditions are not 
fair to Americans as a free people. 
Ambitious boys who want to learn our 
trade gre not allowed to do so. 

Also these conditions are not fair to 
the average home buyer. When a man 
earns a high salary he should lay as 
many bricks as possible for a day’s 
work, and not be forced to slow down 
to the poorest mechanic’s speed. 

Bricklayers are not the only ones 
who have unfair practices. Senator 
Kefauver should investigate. 

I cannot sign this as I would be .black- 
balled for as long as I live.

The community can take pride in two particu- 
lar aspects of the election.

While Mr. Symington has made known the 
names of borfowers and the amount borrowed, 
he could provide even more translucence. Sen- 
ator Fulbright proposed that the RFC also 
disclose the exact purpose of the loan, a descrip- 
tion of the security offered and names of every- 
one who represented the applicant before the 
RFC. : ' 

This information would enable Congress and 
the public to judge whether loans are in the 
public interest, whether they are supported by 
reasonable collateral, and whether any special 
lobbying or political influence was exerted. And 
why, except perhaps in special cases of defense 
production, should such matters be kept dark? 

The RFC is not a private bank, but a public 
institution which should have few secrets. The 
bright light of day would be becoming to it.

The China lobby wants to commit American 
fortunes, regardless of risk, to the restoration 
of Chiang Kai-shek to power in China. In pur- 
suit of this aim, the Chiang-firsters have dili- 
gently propagated these myths: . 

1, That the Yalta agreements enabled Russia 
and, the Chinese Communists to oust Chiang 
from the mainland. 

Mr. Acheson showed that the Yalta agree- 
ments gave Russia nothing it did not have the 
power to take; that Chiang himself in 1945 
welcomed those agreeménts as establishing 
meget title to Manchuria, and opening the way, 
so he then hoped, to Nationalist control in the 
North, which he had never actually achieved. 
It was not Yalta, but Chiang’s own default of 
leadership, which enabled the Communists to 
win the civil war. 

2. That a deficiency of American aid caused 
Chiang to lose the struggle. 

Mr. Acheson showed that Chiang lost no 
battle dte to lack of arms or ammunition; that 
American aid was timely and substantial; that 
only by a large-scale intervention involving 
Afherican troops in open war could a different 
result have been guaranteed. 

3. That Communist sympathizers in the State 
Department accounted for a “soft” policy toward 
the Chinese Reds. 

Mr. Acheson showed that Gen. Marshall’s 
and other efforts to mediate the civil war 
sprang from the cold fact that the Communists 
in 1945 controlled 116 million people, one fourth 
of China’s population; that Chiang himself 
sought a political settlement as the means of 
extending his control to Red areas; that when 
the deal fell through it was not American “soft- 
ness,” but Chiang’s position as a leader with- 
out followers, which delivered China to Mao 
Tse-tung. 

Mr. Acheson’s able expesition of our China 
policy since 1945 left out one most important 
phase. How did it happen that the United 
States, after witnessing Chiang’s collapse in 
1947 and 1948, was unable to disentangle itself 
from his cause, so that we entered the Korean 
war as allies of Communist China’s enemy? 


The China lobby itself bears a large share of 
responsibility for this phase of our Far Eastern 
policy. We hope Senator Morse’s declared 
intention to bring out the facts about the lobby 
throws as much light on this period as Mr. 
Acheson threw on others. .

No county would 
bind any other county. Each county’s vote would 
reflect its own views and establish its own 
policy. 

The overwhelming majority in the House, 101 
to 6, shows the reasonableness of this proposal. 
Concurrence by the Senate will open the way 
for local solution to a problem which varies in 
extent from community to community. 
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A Notable Adopted Son 


As conductor of the Boston Symphony Orches- 
tra for 25 years the late Serge Koussevitzky 
consolidated the -vorld-wide fame of that organ- 
ization.

He commissioned 
new works by American composers, he zealously 
propagandized in behalf of native art in 
speeches and magazine afticles and he was 
primarily responsible for the establishment of 
the Berkshire Festival. :

Koussevitzky died at the age of 77 after a long 
and active career.

Year in and year out he ful- 
filled the responsibilities of His high position 
by faifh and voluminous works.

BROTHER GEORGE KOEHLY,

MONT! CHARGES ‘COERCION 
IN CONFESSION OF TREASON 


Martin James Monti of St. 
Louis, only American ever to 
plead guilty of treason, applied 
yesterday in United States Dis- 
trict Court at Brooklyn for a writ 
of error, alleging his confession in 
open court was the result of “co- 
ercion.” He pleaded guilty Jan. 
17, 1949, and was sentenced to 25 
years in prison and fined $10,000. 

Monti, formerly a* second lieu- 
tenant in the old Army Air Force, 
flew a stolen P-38 to a Luftwaffe 
field in Italy during the war, 
broadcast for the Nazis and joined 
the Waffen SS. A hearing on his 
petition, to be opposed by the 
Government, will be held by. 
Judge Robert A. Inch next Mon- 
day at 10:30 a.m. He asked for 
an order granting him permission 
to withdraw the plea of guilty. 

The prisoner’s petition stated 
that his conviction was in part 
predicated on an act for which he 
had been tried and punished, a 
reference to his earlier conviction 
by an Army court-martial for 
desertion and misappropriation of 
the P-38, He was sentenced then 
to 15 years, but the sentence was 
later remitted and he was per- 
mitted to re-enlist in the Air 
Corps. He was honorably dis- 
charged and then arrested by 
,Federal Bureau of Cee

Appeal for Greater New York 
for the month of June, and I 
would like to explain to my read- 
ers why I have taken so much 
interest in this work. 

This organization has helped 
refugees to get to Israel to escape 
persecution in different parts of 
the world and has assisted those 
who were already settled in Israel 
to develop their country in order 
that they might carry this burden 
of reguees until they were assimi- 
lated and became a part of the 
nation. Much has beén done, but 
much still remains to be done. 

In 1946 I visited some of the 
refugee camps in Germany. My 
visit was brought about an 
argument in the first United Na- 
tions General Assembly meeting 
in London as to -whether the dis- 
placed persons in those camps 
should be sent to the countries of 
their origin or should be given a 
choice of where they wished to 


go.

IN THE U.N. MEETING the So- 
viet Union contended that all 
should be sent to their native 
countries, sincé if they did not 
wish to go home they must be 
either quislings or traitofs. The 
Russians contendéd that there 
could be no difference of political 
opinions which would make them 


want to live outside of their na- 
tive land. It seemed to me quite 
possible that where a country had 
changed hands and was under en- 
tirely different political ideas 
some people might very well not 
wish to return to the couftry of 
their origin. 
I asked, therefore, to be al+

this day I shall never forget 
the tragedy of some of the Jew- 
ish camps—tragedies of age and 
of youth brought about by Hitler’s 
barbaric racial and religious pol- 
icies.

AM only 20 years of age and perhaps faced with the great- 
est decision of my life. I married at the age of 15, have a 
daughter, 2, and a son, 8 months, and am expecting another 
baby in four months. A month ago my husband left me and 
said he was in love with an- 
other woman, icom the fac- 
tory where he works. I still 
love him very much but 
have no hopes of his re- 
turning at all, and intend 
to give him his freedom 
after the birth of the 
forthcoming child. My prob- 
lem is whether to keep the 
child or have it adopted 
after its birth. I know I 
.ou.dn’t give up the chil- 
dren that I have but I feel 
I couldn't make a decent home for three, and I want a good 
home for my children. 

Do you think it would be wrong? Am I seeming selfish 
er do you think a child would be better cared for if it were 
adopted. I need help so very much. Please try to guide me 
right. MRS. R. C. 


You are being so very unselfish that you should be 
spanked. As for your husband, horsewhipping wouid be much 
too good for him. What in the world gives him the idea that 
he can walk out on a responsibility of his own creating, non- 
chalantly leaving you to take over the burden of supporting 
two small chilcren, and making the momentous decision of 
keeping or giving away your own flesh and blood? Becoming 
a parent entails a lifetime responsibility whether it pleases 
him to accept that responsibility or not. 

However, I think your advice should come from someone 
closer to the situation than a newspaper columnist. First of 
all, you reed people close to you to help out. Enlist the aid 
of your priest or pastor, if you are a church member; of an 
in-law or older friend of the family, if you are not; talk to 
your husband and try to bring him to his senses. There is a 
lot of rubbish written to the effec* that once a husband has 
strayed the marriage can never again be a happy one. Actually, 
many a marriage becomes stale a.id recent statistics have in- 
dicated that three-fgurths of all married couples consider di- 
vorce at one time or another. Just because vou and your 
husband have separated is no reasor to believe you cannot 
go back together, bring up your children, and live a long, 
happy married life. The children will be better off with both 
parents; children of a broken marriage are never as secure 
no matter how much one parent may try to make it up to 
them. 

If your husband refuses to listen to reason, your next re- 
course should be to see a lawyer. He can advise you as to 
what procedure should be taken to insure your support and 
that of the children. It may also bring your husband some- 
what around if he is made to realize that he he will have to 
support his first family and keep up two households, that his 
“freedom” will be considerably hampered. 

Since ex-husbands have been known te leave the state, 
disappear and otherwise flee from their legal as well as moral 
responsibilities, the problem of the third child is one you 
still have to face realistically, if there is going to be a perma- 
nent separation. A social agency such as Family and Chil- 
dren’s Service or the Salvation Army can help you on this 
problem which is certainly a tremendous one. 

I wish all of the teen-agers who write. to this column of 
their eagerness to marry could read your heartbreaking letter 
and be made to realize that marriage is not a perpetual ro- 
mance or a pink-and-gold film-style fadeout, but a hard work- 


ing partnership; that, too often, people who marry too young 
are weary of the burden just at an age when they should be 
assuming it. Your biggest mistake was in marrying at 15, 
but you'll be making a second mistake if you let your husband 
walk out on you.

HERE wasn’t anything wrong with her marriage, Mrs. S. 

T said. 
“The trouble is all with me, I guess,” she went on.

Probably most anyone would be glad to trade 
places with me, but I'm making my husband miserable, not 
to mention making the children and myself miserable, by— 
well, by just being miserable! I’m so gloomy and blue a 
lot of the time that I’m not fit to be wife and mother.”

THERE ARE HUNDREDS of thousands of other wives 
who have the same difficulty—occasional spells of the blues 
which put a real strain on the marriage and the home.

They turn out, in many cases, to be associated 
with the fact that children have left home and the woman 
no longer feels that she is needed or has anything to live 
for! She requires extra attention and affection from her 
husband at that time, and it is particularly important that 
she get out into the community, take part in more worth- 
while activities and find some interesting means of self- 
expression.

WITH A YOUNGER woman—and that was the situation 


of Mrs. S.—there is often an excessive craving for affection 
and esteem, a great dependence on other people, especially 
the husband. If business keeps him preoccupied, the wife may 
feel neglected, unappreciated and frustrated. She may need 
to reorganize her patterns of life; but fortunately she can 
also help herself a great deal by adopting various little 
devices and plans. The difficulty is so common in marriage 
that I have prepared a mimeographed outline of suggestions 
for readérs of this column.

Men Strip Wrecked Raft and Wade 


Ashore With Food and Equipment; 
Long, Fabulous Journey Is Ended

Then only crests of foam full 
of salt spray came whirling in, 
and I was able to work my way 
in on to the raft, where we all 
made for the after end of the 
logs which was highest up on the 
reef, 

At the same moment Knut 
crouched down and sprang up on 
to the reef with the line which 
lay clear astern. While the back- 
wash was running out, he waded 
through the whirling water some 
30 yards in and stood safely at 
the end of the line when the next 
sea foamed in toward him, died 
down, and ran back from the flat 
reef like a broad stream. 

Erik was now standing ready 
on the logs aft, and when the sea 
retired he, too, jumped up on to 
the reef. It was Herman’s turn 
next, and then Bengt’s.

In the shallow water inside the 
reef we saw something bright 
shining in the sun. When we 
waded over to pick it up, to our 
astonishment we saw two empty 
tins. This was not exactly what 
we had expected to find there, 
and we were still more surprised 
when we saw that the little boxes 
were quite bright and newly 
opened and stamped “Pineapple,” 
with the same inscription as that 
on the new field rations we our- 
selves were testing for the quar- 
termaster.

Ane- 
mones and corals gave the whole 
reef the appearance of a rock gar- 
den covered with mosses and cac- 
tus and fossilized plants, red and 
green and yellow and _ white. 


There was no color that was not 
represented, either in corals or 
algae or in shells and sea slugs 
and fantastic fish, which were 
wriggling about everywhere. In 
the deeper channels small sharks 
about four feet long came sneak- 


ing up to us in the crystal-clear . 


water. But we had only to smack 
the water with the palms of our 
hands for them to turn went and 
keep at a distance. 

Where we had stranded, we had 
only pools of water and wet 
patches of coral about us; farther 
in lay the calm blue lagoon. The 
tide was going out, and we con- 
tinually saw more corals sticking 
up out of the water round us, 
while the surf which thundered 
without interruption along the 
reef sank down, as it were, a floor 
lower. What would happen there 
on the narrow reef when the tide 
began to flow again was uncer- 
tain. We must get away.

he reef stretched like a half- 
T submerged fortress wall up to 

the north and down to the 
south. In the extreme south was 
a long island densely covered with 
tall palm forest. And just above us 
to the north, only 600 gr 700 
yards away, lay another but con- 
siderably smaller palm island. It 
lay inside the reef, with palm 
tops rising into the sky and snow- 
white sandy beaches running out 
into the still lagoon. The whole 
island looked like a bulging green 
basket of flowers, or a little bit 
of concentrated paradise.

We our- 
selves had stripped the raft of 
everything of real value, which 
now lay in safety on the top of 
the great sun-smitten rock inside 
the reef. 

Since I had jumped off the 
raft, I had genuinely missed the 
sight of all the pilot fish wrig- 
gling in front of our bow. Now 
the great balsa logs lay up on the 
reef in six inches of water, and 
brown sea slugs lay writhing 
under the bow. The pilot fish 
were gone. The dolphins were 
gone. Only unknown flat fish 
with peacock patterns and blunt 
tails wriggled inquisitively in and 
out between the logs. We had 
arrived in a new world. 

I took a last look around on 
board the wreck and caught sight 
of a little baby palm in a flat- 
tened basket. It projected from 
an eye in a coconut to a length 
of eighteen inches, and two roots 
stuck out below. I waded in 
toward the island with the nut in 
my hand. 

A little way ahead I saw Knut 
wading happily landward with a 
model of the raft, which he had 
made with much labor on the 
voyage, under his arm. We soon 
passed Bengt. He was a splendid 
steward. With a lump on his 
forehead and sea water dripping 
from his beard, he was walking 
bent double pushing a box, which 
danced along before him every 


time the breakers outside sent a 


stream over into the lagoon. 

He lifted the lid proudly. It 
was the kitchen box, and in it 
were the primus and cooking 
utensils in good order. 

I shall never forget that wade 
across the reef toward the heav- 
enly palm island that grew larger

as it came to meet us. When I 
reached the sunny sand beach, I 
slipped off my shoes and thrust 
my bare toes down into the warm, 
bone-dry sand.
